Everyone in this community will 
be interested in knowing that splen 
did progress In live stock toed Ing 
contests, poultry raising and bt»
raising clubs, is being made. Re 
cently in Lomita there was former 
such clubs through the school." anr! 
is is probable that similar activities 
will be taken up in Tnrranoe '>> 
the school authorities or those in 
terested in Farm Bureau work.

that in seven states last year 'then 
were 1186* of them, with a tola! 
membership of 28,490. Of this 
number 12,786 made reporU, show 
ing that 731,907 eggs were sat 
From these 510,478 chickens wero 
hatched. The value of the products 
sold was set at $94,791.32, while- 
the value of the stock on hand wai 
estimated at $382,777.37. A totn: 
of 712 exhibitions were held 'will 
5,615 competitors, participating. 
The prize money divided among th;> 
winners amounted to $9,631.14. 

The department urges farmer, 
throughout the Unlter; States to 
lend every encouragement to t.tc 
boys and girls, and to a.-!>tfct them ii 
forming live stock and poultry club 
whenever possible. They are th< 
ones who will be running the coun 
try in a few years, and thnrj t 
nothing more important thun im 
planting in their minds now tht 
dignity and opportunities offered tc 
intelligent men and women In agri­ 
culture.

Their Anticipation

There Is little danger of this 
t .. a over succumbing to that 
(!..;.<! disease of industrial life, 
I;. !i of "ppe." Our citizens, taken 
l:u'k of "pep." Our citizens, taken 
Lc.jsters banner Into the stronghold 
of the doubters, could they be 
found In sufficient numbers to 
t..mi a stronghold, but there are 
aome, few we admit, but some nev­ 
er-the-less, who shelter the naughty 
little hook-worm within their bos­ 
om and It is these, we hope, will 
read and profit by this.

The average citizen of the aver­ 
age town is alive to his own inter­ 
ests and anything having Immedi­ 
ate bearing upon it, but few real­ 
ize the immense value of the organ­ 
ized efforts of all and their effects 
jpou his Interests. He may take 
care of the garden and give the 
lawn its Sunday afternoon shave, 
and the pride of home may extend 
to the vicinity in which he lives, 
but there his responsibility ends. 

When it comes to some question 
of municipal -interest 'only too 
many are prone to sit in the even­ 
ing glow of the Incandescent at 
home and let "George" attend the 
meeting. Perhaps George is feeling 
the pulse of the studios through 
the medium of the camera and 
himself, be indisposed. The result 
of the meeting Is liable to fall 
ilarned flat, and who is to blarhe? 

We, all of us, want to see our 
home city grow and we should be 
willing to serve the town to 
our utmost. It will pay, even if 
some copies of "Captain Billies 
Whiz-Bang" go iin-read pay in 
good sound coin of the realm.

We want lo get together more, 
get acquainted, go out and meet 
our neighbors, who just moved in­ 
to that new house on the corner 
and give him a welcome and inci­ 
dentally find out how he likes our 
tqwn. He may have just arrived 
from a "dead" town or he might 
have come from a "live" town. It 
does not matter, he is judging^ his 
new town by the nice things he has 
seen and the treatment he has been 
accorded; and he may have an idea 
or two crammed away In his head 
that is worth while.

There are lots of new people con­ 
stantly coming to town. Let's all 
get out and meet them. The re­ 
sults will be wonderful.

Don't think, boys, that the so- 
called "has-been" you refer to when 
you pass hUn on the streets can't 
teach you a lot of things you don't 
know. Your more modern ways are 
something, of course, but his years 
of experience have taught him 
many things you won't know un 
less he gives you the information. 
If you really want to add to your 
efficiency you will spend soinn time 
talking with the older men, and 
getting their advice, instead of re­ 
ferring to them as "has-beens" an. 1 
laboring under the thought that 
they no longer know anything 
worth while about life.

Older men may tel) you some 
things which would be impractical 
under present-day ways of' dotn^; 
things, but they will also tell you 
other things which would be much 
to your advantage to know. You 
think you are stronger, more pro­ 
gressive and more aggressive, and 
you believe you are going to be

big success in your line. But 
when you reach the age of our old 
er citizens you may not be able to 
hold as good a lob as some of them 
are still holding. Once their pros­ 
pects were no better than yours 
are now. You do not know, you 
have no way of. knowing, what cir­ 
cumstances may work, against you, 
any more than you know what 
mental 'suffering older men parsed 
through ,.o» life's Jpuriey. So it 
would uot be u bad idea to have a. 
talk with them, young man, eve^y 
time you have an opportunity. 
They may \e able to save yqu 
from some of the pitfalls In tljo 
business and social world wliiqli 
they encountered. E
